1 . Receipt is acknowledged of amendments filed on 1/28/2008. 

2. Claims 1-9 and 11-21 {including new claims 13-21} are presented for examination. 

3. This application is a 371 of PTC/JP06/00146 filed on 01/10/2006. 

Priority

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1-9 and 11-21 are allowed. 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: As argued by the 
applicant's representative, the prior art of record fails to specifically teach a card issuance in 
response to a command from an extemal device, wherein the secure device includes a card 
issuance section that extracts a card issuance command corresponding to a function of a card to 
be acquired from command groups stored in an internal memory and a card management system 
that executes the card issuance command exfracted by the card issuance section, and wherein the 
card issuance comprises outputting the card issuance command from the card issuance section to 
the card management section, executing the card issuance command via the card management 
section and outputting a response, from the card management section to the card issuance 
section, indicating that the card issuance execution is completed, wherein card issuance is 
executed only by communication within the secure device after receiving the command from the 
extemal device. These limitations in conjunction with other limitations in the claimed invention 
were not shown by the prior art of record.
